Details; At Milwaukee, Wisconsin 

(A) PERSONAL HISTORY AND BACKGROUND 

According to the June -15, 1954 arrest record 'at the Milwaukee 
Police Department, FELIX ANTHONY ALDERISIO. <was born on 
April 26, JL912 at Yonkers, New York. In 1935 he married one 
MOLLY, nee PRAPOPKE, in Miami Beach, Florida* The .names, Of 
ALDERISIO's parents are DOMINIC, father, and PAULINE, mother, 
both residing in Yonkers, New York. At the time of this 
arrest ALDERISIO gave his address as 4736 Vest Adams Street* 
Chicago, and the address of 725 North 5th Street, Milwaukee. 

The Police Department file reflects that he has a 7th grade 
education and his occupation is that of manager of a restaurant, 
that he enlisted in the U. S. Army in 1940 and received an 
honorable discharge in 1943. He has no children of his own but 
has one adopted boy, approximately 9 years of age. 

According to the Wisconsin State Income Tax .returns the present 
address of ALDERISIO and his wife is 515 Long Common Road, 
Riverside, Illinois. However, inasmuch as ALDERISIO spends much 
of his time in Milwaukee, he resides above the restaurant on 
North 5th Street and this residence address is 717 North 5th 
Street. It is believed that at the present time he is driving 
a 1955 or 1956 Oldsmobile sedan with Illinois plates. 

On December 17-, 1957| |of the Confidential Squad 

of the Milwaukee Police Department advised that ALDERISIO was 
questioned on May 19, 1954 in connection with the gangland murder 
of one JOHN DI TRAPANI on March 18, 1954 in Milwaukee. DI TRAPANI 
was found shot to death in his Cadillac car and his murder 
•remains unsolved. Upon being questioned by Inspector of Detectives 

AIJIERISiO stated that he opened a Bar B-Q 
'restaurant on Ndrth 5th Street in 1939 but that at the present 
time the business belonged to his wife and that she was in 
partnership with one ROBERT BUNDY. He stated that he has no 
interest in the restaurant, that he gets no pay, and that his 
wife occasionally gives him some money as he needs it. He stated 
that he turned the business over to his wife when he went into 
the Army and that he left it in her name to the present time. 

He stated he had no business in Chicago, that he became .acquainted 
with JOHN DI TRAPANI approximately" eight or nine'’ ‘years ago but 
never had any business or social dealings with him. He admitted 
knowing one FRANK LA GALBO, owner and operator of Chico's 
Restaurant at 18Q0 North Farwell Avenue, Milwaukee. He -refused 
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to answer questions pertaining to his gambling activities in 
LasVegas, Nevada, but admitted being picked up and released 
on numerous occasions by the Chicago Police Department. .He 
admitted being placed on probation for possession of illegal 
alcohol and denied'any criminal .activities of any kind. He 
denied knowing RUSSIAN LOUIE. He denied that he carries a gun, 
that he'had one on his person or in his car,

No. 58,809, and FBI #150,106. Bundy, who has a record of arrests 
dating back go 1922 for armed robbery in Detroit and possession 
and transportation of liquor in Lansing, Michigan in 1928, and 
several traffic violations in our city, has as his business 
partner Alderlsio's wife Mollie. Apparently Alderlsio is the 
silent partner, but whenever questioned regarding this, he states 
that when .he went into the Army in 1940, he put the business in his 
Wife's name and that it has never been changed.

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On May 14, 1954 T-l advised SA RICHARD C. THOMPSON of the Milwaukee

According to the identification record ALDERISIO has had only one 
conviction. That was in 1935 for violation of Internal Revenue 
laws (possession of illegal alcohol).

On February 1, 1951, EDDIE CO.CO shot; and killed JOHNNIE B. 
SMITH, Negro car washer, in. front of the place of residence 
of EDDIE COCO, He was then residing with his alleged wife 
in Apartment 3-B, Normandy Balms: Apartments, 6941 Bay Drive, 
Miami Beach, Florida. 

COCO was tried before a jury in State Court at Miami on a 
charge of second degree, murder. On. June 13 , 1951, he was 
found guilty and on June 18, 1951, was sentenced to life 
Imprisonment. Shortly thereafter, he was released, on a 
$25,000.00 appeal bond. Later, the Florida State Supreme 
Court sent, the case back for a new trial. COCO was again 
tried and convicted for second degree murder in State Court; 
at Miami, and on November 21, 1953, was sentenced 
to life imprisonment. Shortly thereafter, he: was again 
released on $2500,00. appeal, bond. During his second trial, 
he was represented by former Dade County Solicitor ROBERT R. 
TAYLOR, and. PAT WHITAKER, well known criminal attorney of 
Tampa, Florida. 

Throughout. COCO'S second trial, JOE DeCARLO, FBI # 286969 , 
and FRANK CARBO, New York City Police Department # 95838 , 
sat in the. court room. There were widespread rumors 
throughout Miami that EDDIE COCO and his friends had raised 
a fund of $250,000.00 to "fix" his conviction. 

The Florida Supreme Court on February 25 , 1955, unanimously 
upheld the conviction of COCO for murder and the life 
sentence imposed. On May 5, 1955, COCO began serving his 
life sentence in the County Jail at Miami. The Florida 
State Supreme Court refused to set aside the conviction, and 
the United States Supreme Court refused to review the case. 
On May 13 , 1955v COCO was committed to the Florida State 
Prison at Raiford.

'Cn August 8, 1938, the Reverend ANTHONY COCO, 411 -North .Jackson 
Street was interviewed. 

Reverend COCO Is pastor of Madonna di Pompeii Catholic Church, 

415 North Jackson Street, Milwaukee., Wisconsin. 'He advised 
tnat he has -never ue.en pastor of the Catholic Church of the 
.same name at 1224 Lexington Avenue., Chicago, hut he does know 
chat at the present time, the Reverend JOHN Rials is the assis¬ 
tant pastor there. Reverend COCO advised that from 1954 through 
I938, he was the pastor at San Sallsto, 216? .DeKa'lo Avenue, 
Chicago, during which time Reverend JOHN REGIS was his assistant. 
Reverend COCO then was transfered to St. Brands Cabrinl Parish 
where he remained from 1938 to 1953 and was then transfered to 
Milwaukee. 

Reverend COCO advised that the name of .FELIX ANTHONY AL0ERISIO 
is unknown to him and he does not recall tha t he ever had him 
as a probation violator. "He does recall that he had several 
other Italian boys wno were placed in his protective custody 
.and who reported co him their employment and activities on a 
monthly basis. He stated, however,' that the name of the Sub¬ 
ject is not familiar to him and he does not recall him. 

On July 11, 1938, Hr. ROBERT -BUNDY, 923 North Fifth Street, 
Apartment 13 was interviewed. 

Mr. BUNDY advised that at the present time, ha is sixty-five 
years .of age and has applied for social security. He stated 
that he has known MOLLY ALDERISIO and her husband for almost 
twenty years, and that ho has the highest regard for 'MOLLY 
and referred to her as "the salt of the earth". He stated -that 
he knows little or nothing concerning the Subject and is much 
more -familiar and acquainted with the background of his wife. 

He stated that MOLLY was an Italian girl and believed to be 
an orphan. He first became acquainted 'with her when she was 
operating a tavern for the Subject in Chicago on Wilson Avenue 
when the Subject had gone into the Army in early 194.1 or 1942, 
and that he assisted her in the operation of this tavern. He 
stated that subsequently MOLLY ALDERISIQ and he formed a 
partnership and operated the Tasty-Bar-B-'Que Restaurant in 
Milwaukee, and that he and she -ran it until the name was changed
